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Cut Of 20 Percent. In Assess¬ 
ments Means Reduced 
Operating Fund 

BUDGET SLASH COMING 


Drastic curtailment in the op¬ 
erating expenses of the City of 
Sierra Madre will have to be im¬ 
mediately undertaken if unofficial 
figures on the new assessed valu¬ 
ation for the city just furnished 
by the County Assessor’s office 
prove correct. 

The unofficial figures indicate 
a drop of $682,030- from $3,444,- 
005, which was the basis for the 
1931-32 tax levy, to $2,761,975, a 
fraction under 20 per cent. 

These figures are subject to 
modification in the equalization 
hearings being held and exemp¬ 
tions claims yet to be passed 
upon. 

However a shrinkage of ap¬ 
proximately $6,280 in the city’s 
general fund with which the city's 
activities are carried on, is 
strongly indicated. The tax levied 
to create this fund may not ex¬ 
ceed $1 per $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation, according to a provision of 
the State charter governing cities 
of the sixth class. Which means 
that if the maximum tax allowed 
will not raise sufficient money to 
carry on the government, it must 
get along on what is raised. 

A further 10 per cent salary 
reduction for all city employes 
would be little more than a drop 
in the bucket towards meeting 
the probable reduced operating 
fund, since such a reduction would 
amount to only about $1800, leav¬ 
ing about $4480 to be lopped off 
other costs of government ap¬ 
propriated during the fiscal year 
ending June 30. 

It is therefore considered prob¬ 
able that it will be necessary to 
dispense with the services of some 
employes entirely, place others on 
part time and discontinue some 
of the services now rendered the 
public. It will not be possible to 
determine the course of the City 
Council in these matters until the 
assessed valuation upon which 
the tax levy must be based is 
officially certified. 

There can, of course, be no re¬ 
duction in the amount to be 
raised for sinking fund and inter¬ 
est charges, amounting to $26,- 
657.54 for the year just closed. 
Also It will be possible to raise 
whatever sums are necessary for 
the library and park funds. 

As the Sierra Madre assessment 
stands now, the value of secured 
land dropped from $2,023,600 last 
year to $1,500,920 this year, a 
reduction of $522,680. The value 
of 1931-32 improvements were 
$1,278,030, while $1,091,560 is 
the amount for 1932-33— a drop

Law Gaining 
On Its Foes 
Says Judge 

Tells Local Kiwanians Per¬ 
centage Of Convictions 
Is Gradually Increasing 


Outlining the organization and 
functioning of the district attor¬ 
ney's office of Los Angeles coun¬ 
ty, former Superior Court Judge 
Daniel Beecher, chief trial deputy 
district attorney for the county, 
talked at the Kiwanls Club lunch¬ 
eon Tuesday afternoon at the 
Woman's clubhouse. 

"Few people," said Beecher, 
"fully understand more of the 
prosecutor's office than that it 
works to convict criminals in 
open court. However, it is as 
much the duty of the office to 
see that the innocent man is not 
persecuted as it is to see that the 
guilty man is punished.” 

He gave interesting statistics 
concerning his subject: Since a 
fair system of dismissing cases on 
their merits has been introduced 
the former 38 dismissals out of 
100 has been cut to 17 and a 
fraction. Also while formerly but 
55 cases out of 100 resulted in 
conviction, now 75 are brought to 
justice, he said. 

Quoting a portion of the Wick- 
ersham report compiled by Presi¬ 
dent Hoover’s committee on crime, 
Beecher said: "Most of the leaks 
in justice can be traced to the 
prosecutor's office . . ” He ex¬ 
plained that this is so for the 
reason that too often personal 
friendships and "politics" are al¬ 
lowed to play a part in the ad¬ 
ministration of a prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice. 

Illustrating the fact that the 
prosecutor’s office has adminis¬ 
trative as well as judicial func¬ 
tion, Beecher stated that 75 per 
cent of the recent convictions in 
this county were the result of 
pleas of guilty. Not only was it 
the duty of the District Attor¬ 
ney and his force of 60 deputies 
to investigate such cases as were 
believed to be without foundation 
in justice, but also to make com¬ 
mon sense adjustments where sev¬ 
eral counts were to be charged 
against some one criminal. In 
the latter instance, when it would 
obviously be a waste of time and 
money to impose a penalty of 
more than life length, li.r in¬ 
stance, the prosecutor would make 
the decision which would be fair 
to the defendant and would al¬ 
low the ultimate Judge sufficient 
leeway in the imposing of pen¬ 
alty, Beecher said.

Two items not included in the 
total assessment figure are the 
valuation of stocks and of sol¬ 
vent credits. The value of stocks 
held in Sierra Madre dropped 
$184,360 - from $851,105 to $666,- 
745. Solvent credits increased 
from $20,445 to $141,870, a rise 
of $121,425. 

Compared with neighboring 
communities Sierra Madre’s per¬ 
centage of decreased valuations is 
fairly representative and medium. 

Claremont, Arcadia and Monrovia 
all report an approximate 20 per 
cent reduction. South Pasadena 
came down sharply with a 25 per 
cent reduction, this being a great¬ 
er cut than was anticipated but 
probably largely due to inflated 
valuations of last year. 

The City Council will meet 
sometime shortly after the first of 
August, when official and final 
figures come in from the office 
of County Assessor Hopkins. It 
will then go into budget sessions 
and fix the tax levy.

Work Starts 
On Arcadians 
Race Track 

laborers Begin Grading As 
People Give Overwhelming 
Approval Of Project 

Joseph M. Smoot, its promoter, 
announced last night that build¬ 
ing of the $1,000,000 Jockey Club 
race track, double polo field, 
country club and golf course at 
Sierra Madre Avenue and Hunt¬ 
ington Drive in Arcadia, will 
positively commence next Mon¬ 
day as a result of the over¬ 
whelming approval given the pro¬ 
ject in the city's straw vote cast 
on Tuesday. - 

Proponents of the track won 
out by a vote of 1560 to 600, or 
about three to one. 

Smoot, president of the Los 
Angeles Jockey Club, and pro¬ 
moter of the project, stated that 
a crew would be put to work 
this morning grading the land 
for the track and that the track 
would be opened on or about 
February 1st, 1933. 

Approval must still he given 
by the Arcadia City Council and 
Planning Commission, but this is 
considered to be a mere formali¬ 
ty, and is expected to be taken 
up at the next council meeting on 
Tuesday evening. The councilmen 
committed themselves to abide by 
the result of the vote taken. So 
did Rev. J. A. Glass, leader of 
the opposition to the granting of 
a race track permit. 

Upon its completion the entire 
establishment will accommodate 
nearly 70,000 persons, according 
to Smoot, and much of the old 
glamour afforded by the Lucky 
Baldwin race track of 1907-09 is 
sure to be recaptured on the 
ground belonging to his daughter, 
Anita Baldwin. 

Smoot announced that employ¬ 
ment would be available for ap¬ 
proximately 600 men during con¬ 
struction of the track and build¬ 
ings and many of Sierra Madre's 
unemployed are among those 
registered for positions. 

During the hard fought four 
weeks campaign in Arcadia, op¬ 
ponents of the track predicted 
that horses would never run on 
the proposed course, and that the 
project would end in the promo¬ 
tion stage. This view of the situa¬ 
tion was not accepted by a vast 
majority of the city's voters.

Spray Treatments To Protect 
Parkway Plantings From 
t Bark Beetles 

As a result of an epidemic of 
cypress bark beetles throughout 
California many of the evergreen 
and oak trees in Sierra Madre 
are affected and in danger of 
being destroyed, according to 
Professor Oskar Seiling, presi¬ 
dent of the City Planning Com¬ 
mission 

Efforts are now being made by 
Professor Selling to obtain prop¬ 
er spray treatments for all trees 
on the city streets. However once

the insect is firmly established 
little can be done but cut the 
tree down, as it chisels long 
galleries in the cambium layer, 
beneath the bark, thus prevent¬ 
ing the tree from sending nour¬ 
ishment to the foliage and limbs 
Beetle infected trees may be 
recognized by the appearance of 
many holes about the size of bee- 
bw shot on the surface. 

The beetles started their work 
in Northern California and spread 
slowly southward, until they now 
menace the whole state. Reports 
from Carmel state that the famed 
Monterey cypress are being 
ravaged.

BIRD’S HERE WONT 
RECOGNIZE ARTIST’S 
IDEA OF SCARECROW 

All of Henry Ivins Hawxhurst's 
artistic ability went for naught 
when he went into the business of 
building scare crows. He was the 
proud gardener with a sunflower 
that would have been the Joy of 
any Kansan—one 15 feet high 
His sunflower topped all he had 
ever seen before by eight or nine 
feet. It undoubtedly was the 
largest sunflower Sierra Madre 
could call her own. The blos¬ 
som was an immense and golden 
onep-faced sun. 

In fact It was just the kind 
of plant that Artist Hawxhurst 
would naturally do his daradeet 
to preserve. So he dragged out 
the palntpots, and some Japanese 
paper, and some glue some 
scissors and brushes. And he con¬ 
structed a large and colorful fish 
with his mouth wide open so that 
the wind could gain a foothold. 
And he rigged the fish up on a 
bamboo pole that was taller even 
than the sunflower. 

The idea was not to give the 
impression that the fish was to 
eat the flower, but to blow about 
with the wind and gape his color¬ 
ful mouth at hungry blackbirds 
and mischeivous mocking-birds 
and naughty sparrows and keep 
them from Indulging their appe¬ 
tite for sunflower seeds. 

But it didn't work. So now the 
sunflower looks like a penthouse 
sideboard the morning after. And 
both the Japanese paper fish and 
Mr. Hawxhurst have learned their 
lesson— that a scarecrow haa to 
conform to conventional lines to 
be a success and that artistic 
ideas and touches are not recog¬ 
nized by miscreant birds. 

LOCAL POSTOFFICE 
EMPLOYEES JOIN 
IN NATION-WIDE EVENT 

Sierra Madre Post office em¬ 
ployes joined with National 
civic and patriotic groups all over 
the United States on T\iesday, 
July 26, in honoring the anniver¬ 
sary of the founding of the 
country’s postal service in 17T5. 

It was in that year the 

Continental Congress established 
the Continental Post, and named 
Benjamin Franklin as the first , 
Postmaster General of the United 
Colonies. When Washington be- , 
came President the postal system . 
which he ardently sponsored as 
a means of making for a unified 
nation, included but 75 poet of¬ 
fices, and the post roads covered 
only l,17fi> miles. At the close of 
his term the postal revenue had 
Increased from (27,000 to (214.000 
annually. 

Today that revenue has in¬ 
creased to $700,000,000. 

In connection with the joint 
celebration of the 200th anniver¬ 
sary of Washington and Boat Of¬ 
fice Day, local carriers as well as 
the Nation's carriers all wore 
tiny American flags. Also mail 
trucks and post office buildings 
were decorated.

For This County Is

A county-wide tax levy of $14,- 
366,575.12 will be required for 
the maintenance of elementary 
and high schools, and a tax of 
$226,125.90 for special junior col¬ 
leges in the county during the 
fiscal year 1932-33. it was an¬ 
nounced by County Superintend¬ 
ent of Schools Clifton Monday. 
Both of these figures are an in¬ 
crease over last year. 

State apportionments of school 
funds will amount to about $7,- 
333,633.96 for elementary pur¬ 
poses, and $5,750,740.44 for high 
schools. 

Of interest to Sierra Madre is 
the amount of $226,125.90 which 
must be collected in the county 
outside junior college districts 
for the education of pupils at¬ 
tending junior colleges, but not 
living in territories where such 
college districts are located. 

Pasadena, junior college dis¬ 
trict for local students, will re¬ 
ceive $99,288.47 of the above 
amount.
